ence has been scheduled tenta- 
tively to open Sept\4 at San 
Francisco. Some 50 nations will 
be inviied. 

United States officials said yes- 
terday the invitations are expect- 
ed to be sponsored jointly by 
this country and Great Britain.

In Washington last night on 
NBC’s Battle Report television 
program was Bennett Wolfe, who 
first hired Oatis to work for 
the A.P. 

“Bill Oatis languishes’in a for- 
eign prison simply because he 
tried to be a good reporter,” 
Wolfe said. “He tried to report 
and interpret events behind the 
Iron Curtain just as he once had 
done in Indiana.” 

Wolfe, now head of the A.P.’s 
Washington regional staff, was 
bureau chief in Indianapolis when 
he hired Oatis in 1937. 

Wolfe recalled that Oatis, a 
year or two out of De Pauw Uni-, 
versity and then working for the 
Marion (iInd.) lLeader-Tribune, 
wrote in his application letter 
that he believed “most news- 
paper men didn’t dig deeply 
enough for the facts.” 
Compliment by Prosecutor. 
“That was the kind of man I 
wanted, so Bill Oatis got the 
next job I had to offer,” Wolfe 
said, and added: 

“Even the prosecutor over 
there paid Oatis a high compli- 
ment in this connection. He said, 
and I quote, Oatis was ‘an espe- 
cially dangerous agent because of 
his discretion and his insistence 
on obtaining only accurate, veri- 
fied information.’ What higher 
compliment can a reporter be 
paid? 

“Bill Oatis’s only crime is 
against tyranny that enslaves men 
by trying to hide from the world 
the ugly truth about itself.”

RED CHINA EXTORTS 
CASH FROM CHINESE 
ABROAD, U.S. SAYS 


WASHINGTON, July 7 (AP)— 
The State Department radio said 
today that Red China is demand- 
ing large sums of money from 
Chinese abroad, with threats to 
torture or kill their families at 
home.

$10,000 Bond Ordered. 

Judge Swan ordered Field 
freed in $10,000 bail pending a 
formal appeal of the contempt 
sentence. The government de- 
scribed the bond amount as tem- 
porary and said it might be 
changed after further considera- 
tion of the case. 

United States Attorney Irving 
Saypol and Field’s attorney, Vic- 
tor Rabinowitz, went to New 
Haven for the appeal. They spent 
two hours with Judge Swain in 
a closed hearing at the Yale law 
school. 

The court of appeals normally 
meets in New York, but its mem- 
bers now are scattered for sum- 
mer vacations. 

Meanwhile, seven of the con- 
victed Communists arrived at 
Lewisburg (Pa.) federal peniten- 
tiary to serve their five-year pris- 
on sentences. They and convicted 
atom spy David Greenglass, who 
is under a 15-year sentence, were 
taken to Lewisburg from New 
York in an armored bus. 

The other four convicted Com- 
munist leaders are the object of 
a nation-wide search by the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation.

_ Group Posted Bond. 

When the four jumped bail, 
Judge Ryan called Field and 
other trustees of the Civil Rights 
Congress bail fund into his court. 
The congress, which is liste® by 
the Attorney General as subver- 
sive, posted bond for the 11 con- 
victed Communists and for 17 
other indicted Reds. 

Judge Swan has stipulated that 
bail for Field was not to be fur- 
nished by the Civil Rights Con- 
gress and that it must be “in 
form acceptable to the United 
States Attorney’s office.” 

Field claimed throughout ‘the 
bail hearings that to name the 
fund contributors might incrimi- 
nate him. Judge Ryan insisted 
that the identity of the bail 
“angels” might provide a clue to 
the fugitives. 

The judge told Field: “I found 
your claim of privilege was not 
made in good faith or well 
founded in law. You are found 
guilty of contempt of court.” 

Field is a direct descendant of 
financial-empire builder Commo- 
dore Cornelius Vanderbilt. The 
Government says Field has regis- 
tered as an agent representing 
Red Chinese financial interests. 

Previously Acquitted. 

A judge in Washington acquit- 
ted Field last March of a con- 
tempt of Congress citation for re- 
fusing to tell a Senate committee 
whether he had ever been a Com- 
munist. 

He is married to the former 
wife of a Montreal chemist, con- 
victed in the Canadian atomic 


spy case. 

Other bail fund trustees and 
persons connected with it also 
have refused to answer questions 
before Judge Ryan, but no action 
was taken against them.

Final signing will be held 
up pending a Soviet guarantee 
against interference with goods 
moving back and forth between 
Berlin and the West.

The Cost of Raising Beef 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


It is high time that some irate cattle- 
man nailed down the beef price roll- 
‘back for what it is: a blatant political 
‘gesture which is going to cost a million 
American farmers a half billion dollars 
and will end up by depriving the 
dinner tables of the country of perhaps 
a billion pounds of beef per year. In- 
cidentally, it may also blow the bal- 
loon-like DiSalle clear back to Toledo 
before it’s over. 

You can’t stop inflation by penaliz- 
ing a million farmers for the hypo- 
thetical benefit of many _ million 
workers and housewives who you hope 
will thereupon vote the Democratic 
ticket. On the other hand, if controls 
will check inflation, let's have them 
across the board; on wages, prices, 
profits and all the rest. 

Do city people know what it costs to 
produce beef? Do they think farmers 
can stay in the beef-growing business 
if they can’t break even? Farmers will 
soon shift to wheat and other profita- 
ble crops. Meat will go on the black 
market and prices will soar to heights 
that will make dollar-a-pound steak 
seem cheap. Nor will it be the fault 
of the farmer who was put out of busi- 
ness by discriminatory roll-backs. 

You can’t, unfortunately, produce 
beef steers without cows, so the cost of 
‘herd maintenance is part of the price 
of beef. Nor can you figure, as many 
bureaucrats and city consumers seem 
to do, that because a cow eats grass its 
food is free. Grain and grass to make 
beef, like steel to make refrigerators 
or munitions, cost money to produce. 
The figures here given will vary some- 
what in different parts of the country 
but any farmer or agriculture econo- 


mist will tell you they aren’t far from

On July 6, the Governor appeared before 


the House Lobby Investigating Committee in a 


closed hearing and, according to a committee 

- spokesman, flatly denied that he said legislators 
had taken money from fobbyists. He insisted 
that all he told the reporter was that he “only 
heard rumors” about pay-offs. . 

It is a long way from a declaration of fact 
to a queasy allegation of rumor, but the Gov- 
ernor traversed the field in just 15 days. The 
Governor’s first charge amounted to one of 
bribery. His committee testimony apparently 
amounted to very little. 

If Gov. Smith did not have facts to back up 
his first statement, he need not have made it. 
Instead he seems to have spoken first and 
thought afterward, making a shocking charge 
and then backing down timidly. The Governor's 
peculiar reversal will give some encouragement 
to the very lobbyists whom he accused, and 
who defeated his highway program. 

Fortunately the lobby investigators are not 
dependent on what the Governor says. Repre- 
sentative Milton Duvall of Clarksville gave the 
committee information concerning an alleged 

pay-off in a House corridor. The committee will 
hear from a score of other witnesses. 

Out of this investigation Missouri should learn 
just how the organized road busters managed 
to dominate the House of Representatives and 
wreck legislation to raise truck fees. The pub- 
lic should learn whether corruption was in- 
volved. 

Gov. Smith’s back-tracking can be put down 
as a momentary detour on a side road. 
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Another Bit of Hope? 

As United/ Nations authorities se ap- 
proach negotiations for a Korean cease-fire, 
there comes another little gleam of hope for 
improvement in relations with the Communists, 
The Russians have agreed to resume four-power 
talks on trade and transport in Berlin. 

True, these conversations will be strictly lim- 
ited to Berlin and the Eastern Zone of Ger- 
many. But even so they are important because 
almost everything essential to the industry-and 
commercial life of Berlin must come through 
the Russian zone. Air lifts are spectacular, but 
they also are abnormal. In an emérgency, they 
can supply essentials, but they cannot provide 
the transport necessary for the city’s business. 

Perhaps the Russians are ready to discuss 
Berlin’s trade because they are tired of trying 
to stop smugglers. Even that could indicate a 
trend toward more normal trade relations on a 
broader scale. Trade and transport obviously 
are the life of Europe, and they have not been 
on anything like a free basis since the war. If 
anything, the situation has been worse in the 
Russian-dominated areas than in the West. And 
maybe the Russians are getting just a little 
tired of the hardships they have imposed on 
those under their control. 

Sweeping assumptions certainly are not war- 
ranted. The Russians have walked out of too 
many conferences and have broken too many 
agreements. Further, any easing of trade and 
transport restrictions in Berlin would be a 
small matter compared with the total impasse 
between East and West. 

Yet if a measure of understanding between 
the two is ever achieved, it will come bit by 
bit through small agreements like the one now 
contemplated, rather than in a single all-em- 
bracing burst of reconciliation. 
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A Safe Driver in a Safe Car 

A law enacted by the Illinois Legislature 
which requires annual safety inspections of au- 
tomobiles at a fee of 50 cents could well be 
emulated by Missouri. A bill to require period- 
ic auto inspections failed of passage in Jefferson 
City and will be before the General Assembly 
when it meets again in September. 

Missouri now has a better driver’s license 
law than formerly, though still not as good as 
it should be. But the classic formula of a sound 
mind in a sound body is paralleled, in the case 
of the modern citizen on wheels, by the neces- 
sity for a safe driver in a safe car. 

Fifty cents and a few minutes’ time are little 
enough to pay for an examination to find out 
whether one’s brakes, steering apparatus, lights, 
and other equipment affecting the. safe opera- 
tion of the car are in good order. In fact, it is 
a better bargain than doors are sometimes torn 
down to get at. 

A driver’s license law improved still farther, 
and an annual or semi-annual inspection of all 
motor vehicles, should be twin objectives of 
highway safety for the Missouri Legislature. 
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Baby With a Brick on Its Head 

Television, already a king-sized baby, passed 
its tenth birthday while still in unbecoming 
knee pants. This results from engineering prob- 
lems and indecision in Washington to which 
has now been added a knotty legal problem. 

Nearly three years ago the Federal Communi- 
cations Commission realized it had not parceled 
out enough air space for all those who wanted 
to build television stations.

So the FCC “froze” new station grants while 
it tried to figure out where to put more stations. 

The FCC cannot be blamed for the freeze, and 
in spite of it there are now 107 TV stations in 
60 cities.

A few weeks ago the commission finally of- 
fered a plan to permit many new air channels, 
allowing for 2000 stations in 1200 communities. 
But then a group of lawyers who practice be- 
fore the FCC demanded to know if the commis- 
sion had the power to enforce such allocations. 
Faced with this challenge, the commission de- 
cided to postpone lifting of the freeze for a 
few more weeks.

The Colombo Plan, a six-year program of 
mutual aid for Southeast Asia, has just begun 
operation under sponsorship of the British Com- 
monwealth. It has been called a “Marshall Plan 
for Asia.” Its objective is to organize capital in- 
vestment and technical assistance for co-opera- 
tive development of resources which ‘hitherto 
have been developed under colonial institutions 
or not at all. 

Along with the American Point Four. pro- 
gram and various United. Nations enterprises, 


the Colombo Plan is a tentative, partial, groping — 
attempt of the Western world to find a substi- 


tute for colonialism. That the colonial era has 
passed into history nobody can doubt. The im- 


pulse for self-determination and national inde- . 


pendence in the regions hitherto ruled by Eu- 
ropean powers is irresistible and unmistakable. 
The only question is what comes next. 

If the aspiration of the former colonial peo- 
ples for rapid advancement of their living 
standards is denied, what may come next could 
be a revolutionary. ferment inviting the new 
imperialism of Communism to step in, Under- 
standably enough, the new nations of Asia are 
impatient. They have lived with poverty too 
long, too long been the victims of exploitation 
not only from the outside but by their own 
compatriots in many cases. 

Insofar as Communism has an appeal to Asia, 
much of it rests on the illusory promise of fast 
economic development. It is this which the West 
must meet. Not for the next generation but for 
the present one substantial social and economic 
gains must be made possible by methods which 
preserve liberty where Communism destroys it. 
That is the goal of the Colombo Plan, and it 
deserves the warmest sympathy and support of 
the United States as well as the British Com- 
monwealth. 


The Best Bridge Solution 


Mayor Darst is expected to veto the bill au- 


*thorizing St. Clair county to locate the terminus 


of its proposed Mississippi river bridge on Kos- 
ciusko street. St. Clair county has not commit- 
ted itself to build overpasses or a traffic con- 
trol system. Backers of the proposed Cahokia 
bridge, which so far has failed to win approval 
from the Board of Aldermen, have promised 
to take care of such matters, and the Mayor 
evidently feels that their proposition would be 
more to the city’s advantage. 

He may well be right, but the advantage of 
the metropolitan area as a whole would be bet- 
ter served if a beginning could be made toward 
rationalizing the bridge situation in general. 
Logically and rationally, all the bridges should 
be transferred to the Bi-State Agency ‘or a 
similar metropolitan authority, and operated 
not for the particular profit of this or that local 
government, but for the service of the people. 

If the very thought of such an _ operation 
seems utopian, at least. one might hope that 
any new bridges should be built by a metro- 
politan agency which will aim at making them 
free as soon as possible. Yet when the Bi-State 
Agency sought bridge-building authority from 
the two state Legislatures, its request was op- 
posed as a “power grab.” 

Certainly a bridge is needed to link South 
St. Louis with the growing Cahokia area. While 
that section of the riverfront from the down- 
town area northward is now reasonably well 


served, between MacArthur and Jefferson Bar- 


racks bridges there is almost ten miles without 
a river crossing. The need for a new bridge 
somewhere between the latter two is clear; but 
it should be located on the basis of a compre- 
hensive traffic study, and ideally it should be 
operated by an area-wide agency. 

When is the St. Louis area going td make 
a start toward bringing the bridges under uni- 
fied control and operating them for public 
service?

A close student of Utah government 
affairs went East on a business trip last 
June 10 convinced that the special legis- 
lative session would last the maximum 30 
days and accomplish little. 


His pessimism was prompted by the 
failure of the lawmakers to break a par- 
tisan deadlock over appropriations the 
first week of the session. He returned to 
Salt Lake June 17 amazed to learn that 
the session had adjourned after accom- 
plishing an impressive amount of busi- 
ness. 

Within a single week the Utah Legisla- 
ture. achieved more of vital state-wide 
significance than it did during the 60- 
day regular session earlier in the year. 
Numerous hitherto formidable obstacles 
were hurdled despite the partisan nature 
of the session. 

How was the same Legislature and the 
same Governor able to accomplish so 
much in six days after being at logger- 
heads so long over major legislation? 
There were several contributing factors, 
notably a three months’ recess to “think 
it over” and hear from the people. 


By coincidence, another state legislature 
was winding up at the same time the 
Utah special session adjourned. The Mis- 
souri General Assembly recessed for three 
months last week-end after being in ses- 
sion since Jan. 3. As is quite usual for 
legislative bodies, it passed several im- 
portant bills the last week. 


Population Pressures Complicate 


It is only proper to compare the Mis- 
souri and Utah legislatures in a general 
way. Missouri’s population is nearly six 
times that of Utah and government prob- 
lems intensify as people increase and con- 
centrate in urban areas. Every state has 
its own special legislative riddles, 
many are general to all states. 


The St. Louis Post-Dispatch blames the 
poor record of the Missouri assembly on 
failure of the legislators themselves to 
measure up. “For the most part, they are 
small-time politicians. The city delegations 
are on a low level. And many of the 
rural members who dominate both houses 
are provincial in their outlook. 

“There is little feeling of working in a 
common cause. Suspicion and buck-pass- 
ing are the rule. Attendance is irregular. 
Partisanship is rampant. Lobbyists shame- 
fully rule the roost.” 

The indictment could be applied in 
some degree to most any legislature. It is 
impossible to eliminate partisanship, self- 


but . 


ishness and. abuse of lobbying privileges. 
Certainly politics played a part in Utah’s 
1951 legislative sessions, although 1952 
election prospects doubtless played a part 
in the compromises which broke the jam. 

Without being smug, it is safe to say, 
however, that Utah has been fortunate in 
the number of high-caliber, responsible 
persons who have served as lawmakers. 
In this sparsely-settled state voters are 
more likely to know the candidate per- 
sonally. 

Also the time the lawmaker is away 
from his own business, farm or profession 
is comparatively short, enabling good citi- 
zéns to serve without undue sacrifice. 


Legislative Council Does Good Job 


The Missouri Legislaturé has no limit 
on the length of biennial sessions. Recom- 
mendations of the legislative committee 
of the Council of State Governments to 
the contrary, the record seems to show 
the advantage of restricting the terms. 
Major legislation usually piles up for 
eleventh-hour consideration, regardless of 
how long the sessiom meets. Deadline 
pressure gets things done. 

Absenteeism was a major problem in 
Missouri. Out of the 163 days of the ses- 
sion, prior to the summer recess, the 
House was in session only 61 days and 
the Senate 88. Utah’s absenteeism prob- 
lem is nil. Missouri pays its 188 legisla- 
tors $125 a month. Utah’s 83 lawmakers, 
under a new law, receive $500 per year, 
plus $5 per day while the Legislature is 
in session, plus mileage. | 

The service of the Utah Legislative 
Council is generally impressive. Most no- 
table was its compromise solution of the 
dilemma on school finances, which virtu- 
ally hogtied the regular session. The 
school aid plan was worked out between 


the general and special sessions and ap-. 


proved at the special meeting. 

The council also did yeoman service in 
the fields of state retirement, highway 
use and taxation, public school housing 
and others. Since its formation in 1947 it 
has demonstrated the advantages of hav- 
ing small groups of qualified persons 
make intensive studies of special problems 
and make recommendations to the Legis- 
lature. 

Much vital legislation has come by way 
of the council. Missouri’s Legislature has a 
committee on legislative research com- 
parable to Utah’s council. Perhaps its fail- 
use has something to do with what the 
Post-Dispatch calls “an old Missouri 
story” of “work left undone,”

It did not formally 
reject the British suggestion 
which left the door slightly open 
for negotiations.. 

A Government spokesman said 
Iranian oil commissioners hope to 
start control of the giant oil re- 
finery at Abadan in two weeks 
and then move into the Khuzistan 
oil fields. | 

A British embassy spokesman 
said Iranian rejection of ithe court 
proposals would make withdrawal 
of British technicians inevitable. 
Observers feel such a withdrawal 
would bring about a collapse of 
the oil industry here since there 
are few Iranians to take over the 
skilled jobs. 

Iran has concentrated three 
American-equipped divisions, to- 
taling 25,000 men, on and near 
the island of Abadan. Normally 
only about 5000 men are sta- 
tioned there as a border security 
force. 

The British cruiser Mauritius, 
moored off Abadan, is the only 
British counter force. 

Iranian police yesterday seized

Red Army Reported Getting

NEW YORK, July (7 (AP)—

In a report from Ankara, Tur- 
key, Brock said “Russian soldiers 
in tanks and jeeps conduct almost 
nightly forays across the Azerbai- 
jan border in northern Iran to 
test Iranian defenses.” 

Brock quoted an “official Unit-

CONSTRUCTION SETS NEW 
RECORD THIS YEAR, BOTH 
IN DOLLARS AND VOLUME 


WASHINGTON, July 7 (AP). 

ONSTRUCTION during the 
Crirst half of 1951 represent- 

ed a new record both from 
the standpoint of dollar costs 
and actual physical volume, the 
Labor and Commerce depart- 
ments reported today. 

Total expenditures reached 
almost 14 billion dollars, or 16 
per cent above the same period 
of 1950. Industrial construc- 
tion rose $740,000,000, includ- 
ing $270,000,000 in military 
and naval facilities and about 
$240,000,000 commercial con- 
struction. 

Residential construction, re- 
stricted by credit controls, was 
at about the same dollar cost 
for the first six months this 
year as the same period fast 
year. But the physical volume 
was lower due to higher costs, 
the departments’ joint report 
said.

LOUISE VERNA SOLOIST 
AT LITTLE SYMPHONY 


Concert Includes First Per- 
formance of New Compo- 
sition by James Beale.

Louise Verna, a dramatic so- 
prano, was the assisting artist at 
last night’s concert by the Little 
Symphony Orchestra in Washing- 
ton University Quadrangle. Miss 
Verna sang the vocal part in 
Samuel Barber’s “Knoxville: Sum- 
mer of 1915” in addition to a 
group of songs to piano accom- 
paniment. Stanley Chapple con- 
ducted and included in his pure- 
ly orchestral offerings the first 
performance of a new symphony 
by James Beale, a young Ameri- 
can composer. 

It was an interesting concert 
but with a low incidence of that 
idyllic lyrical appeal which has 
distinguished these concerts in 


the past. Miss Verna commanded 
respect for her interpretations of 
“Botschaft” by Brahms and Rich- 
ard Strauss’s “Allerseelen” and 
“Zueignung.” Her voice had 
power and was well projected. As 
transformed by the microphone, 
however, it had little sensuous 
appeal. 

In Barber’s “Knoxville” she 
was quite successful in managing 
her voice through an unusually 
wide range, but her enunciation 
was unintelligible and nobody 
could tell what happened in the 
good old days back in Knoxville, 
or why. Moreover, the orchestral 
support was thin. Altogether the 
performance was not such as to 
produce the nostalgic reverie in- 
tended by the composer. 


The soloist gave two encores— 
by the French composer Hue and 
the German composer Marx—aft- 
er her song group with Chapple 
supplying piano accompaniments 
for all five. 


Beale’s “Symphony for Cham- 
ber Orchestra,” however, was de- 
livered incisively with firm mod- 
eling and crisply articulated lines. 
And it was a strong work. The 
idiom was roughly neo-classie and 
contrapuntal and though it was 
most effective in the fast, busy 
allegro and presto sections, all of 
it showed the signs of authorita- 
tive workmanship. The lack of 
expressive elements forced one to 
concentrate on the horizontal con- 
struction. It was a rewarding ex- 
ercise, but primarily intellectual 
even though the rhythms were 
often stimulating and the dis- 
sonant harmonies quite striking. 

The composer is a member of 
the musical faculty at the Uni- 
versity of Washington, in Seattle. 
Chapple began the concert. with 
Vivaldi’s Concerto in A Major, 
cleanly and energetically played 
and closed with two movements

3. American flyers have died 
because the “unanimous” 
United States military approval 
for “hot pursuit” of enemy 
planes across the Manchurian 
border was overruled by politi- 
cal objections of six allies. 

4. Gen. MacArthur offered 
the only program pointing to 
a “positive” conclusion of the 
war (although the MacArthur 
program was not specifically 
indorsed). 

The proposed report cited tes- 
timony taken by the Senate 
Armed Services and Foreign Re- 
lations committees in support of 
a series of conclusions. The two 
committees recently completed 
lengthy hearings on MacArthur’s 
ouster and Far Eastern policy. 


Subject to Change. 

As a first draft, the document 
is subject to change but sponsors 
said they hope at least eight of 
the 12 Republicans on the two 
committees eventually will sign 
it. Cain said when it is in final 
form he will ask Chairman Rus- 
sell (Dem.), Georgia, to lay it be- 
fore the combined committees. 

Senators said the preliminary 
draft cited testimony on MacAr- 
thur’s military brilliance, con- 
ceded President Truman had the 
right to fire him but contended 
the ouster was accomplished in a 
bungling manner. 

Secretary of State Dean Acheson 
was mentioned frequently in con- 
nection with various recommen- 
dations but there apparently was 
no disposition to repeat previous 
Republican demands for his res- 
ignation or removal. 


The report draft urged addi- 
tional backing for the Chinese 
Nationalists in their stronghold 
of Formosa.

Process for Making Cortisone 
From Mexican Yams Announced

NEW YORK, July 7—A new 
process for producing cortisone, 
which is expected to double with- 
in a year the current supply of 
this drug used in the treatment 
of arthritis and other ailments, 
was announced yesterday by a 
Mexican -chemical firm and its 
American branch. 

The new method, reported to 
be “far simpler” than present 
techniques, employs as its start- 
ing material a boulder-sized, in- 
edible Mexican yam, according to 
an announcement by Chemical 
Specialties Co., Inc., the Ameri- 
can branch of Syntex, Inc., of 
Mexico. : 

Dr. I. V. Sollins, of Chemical 
Specialties, estimated at a press 
conference that within a year the 
production of cortisone from these 
yams would equal present pro- 
duction, most of which uses the 
bile of cattle fdr a starting mate- 
rial. In three years, he said, “the 
new process is expected to fill 
the entire demand from the Unit- 
ed States.” 

Since the discovery of cortisone 
three years ago, its scarcity and 
successful use in the treatment of 

cer-

ported that “in the near future, 
about five or six steps” used in 
the new technique “may 
eliminated.”

The lat- 
ter has been estimated at about 
3 per cent, or about one ounce 
of cortisone from the bile of 
4000 head of cattle.

The N.E.A. also adopted a 
platform including a plank ad- 
vocating that teachers be free to 
reach the facts about controver- 
sial- subjects without. being liable 
to dismissal or loss of economic 
standing.

JANES NORMAN FALL, 
~ AUTHOR, DIES AT 64 


Won Fame as Co-Writer of 
‘Mutiny on the Bounty,’ 
South Sea Stories. 


HONOLULU, July 7 (AP)— 
James Norman Hall, co-author of 
‘‘Mutiny on the Bounty” and other 
South Seas stories, died Thursday 
night of a heart attack at his 
home in Papeete, Tahiti. He was 


| 64 years old. 


With the late Charles B. Nord- 
off, Hall wrote the trilogy based 


€ on the British ship Bounty— 


“Mutiny on the Bounty,” “Men 
Against the Sea,” and “Pitcairn’s 
Island.” z 

Hall’s daughter, Nancy Hall 
Rutgers, left Honolulu July 3 with 
her husband, Nicholas G. Rutgers, 
and two children to spend the 
summer with Hall on Tahiti. 

The Rutgers family is aboard 
the schooner Vega, which is due 
in Tahiti July 18. A son, Conrad 
L. Hall, lives in Los Angeles. 

Several books by Nordoff and 
Hall were made into motion pic- 
tures. 

One of Hall’s latest, “The Far 
Lands,” was written in Honolulu 
last year during a visit of several 
months, 

Hall was born in Colfax, Ia., 
and was graduated from nearby 
Grinnell College in 1910. In 1914 
he enlisted in the British army 
and served in France. Once he 
was the sole survivor of a gun 
crew he commanded. 

Later he served in the Lafay- 
ette Escadrille and with Capt. Ed- 
die Rickenbacker in the old 
United States Army Air Corps. 

Hall and the English-born Nor- 
doff were pilots together in the 
Lafayette Escadrille, crack volun- 
teer flying outfit in World War I. 

Both were decorated by the 
French Government for their 
heroism and Hall was even cited 
“posthumously” for his “glorious 
death” in an air battle. He later 
showed up alive, explaining he 
had escaped from a German pris- 
oner camp. 

After the war Hall and Nordoff 
went to Tahiti to write about the 
islands. 

They struck fame with “Mutiny 
on the Bounty” in 1933, the fabu- 
lous tales of the mutiny against 
Captain Bligh which was a best 
seller and was made into a popu- 
lar movie. 

Hall, tall and rangy, was a fa- 
miliar and beloved figure among 
the natives of Tahiti. He spent 
most of the remainder of his life 
among them. 

Besides. his children, Hall is 
survived by his wife, Sarah Win- 
chester, whom he married in 1910.

The company asks $50,000 
damages, alleging that picketing 
has prevented delivery of materi- 


cuit Judge John A. Witthaus is- 
sued an order directing the union 
to show cause next Thursday why 
the injunction should not be 
granted. 


In an unusually blunt note to 
the Hungarian foreign office, this 
Government said the “prepos- 
terous” charge was made “only 
to serve the propaganda aims of 
the Hungarian government. 

The charges originally were 


made at the espionage trial of 
Catholic Archbishop Josef Groesz 
who has been sentenced to 15 
years in prison. 

“In the view of the United 
States Government,” the note 
said, “the proceedings in the trial 
of Archbishop Groesz established 
nothing except the fact that the 
Hungarian authorities are contin- 
uing by ruthless and unconscion- 
able measures to terrorize the 
Hungarian people into mute sub- 
mision to the existing regime and 
its totalitarian program. 


“In this instance, as on many 
past occasions, the Hungarian 
Government has contrived a tis- 
sue of falsehoods in a brazen 
though futile attempt to justify 
before the world its continuing 
campaign to crush all dissent and 
to suppress the human rights and 
fundamental freedoms of its citi- 
zens.” 

Hungary last Monday accused 
the three Americans — Legation 
Secretary Albert W. Sherer Jr., 
Ruth Tryon, head of the United 
States information service in 
Budapest, and Miss Tryon’s secre- 
tary, Mary Eich—of spying and 
demanded their recall. They have 
left Hungary. 


The United States note said 
that this Government, without ac- 
cepting the Hungarian charges 
against the -three, has dropped 
certain informational activities 
which Hungary found objection- 
able. 

“It is clear that the Hungarian 
government has rendered impos- 
sible the maintenance of normal 
and open contacts and the free 
exchange of ideas and informa- 
tion between the two peoples,” 
the note said. “By its beh~.ior 
in this matter, the Hungarian gov- 
ernment has effectively demon- 
strated before the entire world, 
that it dare not tolerate, .ven to 
. limited degree, the exercise o 
freedom of opinion.” ‘

When you are out to burn up the sky you con- 
eentrate on the controls and there is no time for 
curiosity. They had to tell‘me what had happened 
when I returned to the Navy testing ground at 
Muroc Air Base. 
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I HAVE MADE about 70 flights in the rocket 
ship, 10 of those by dropping from a B-29 mother 
ship at 35,000 feet. Every time—and especially 
the last 10—I will admit that there was a little 
shaky feeling at the pit of my stomach. 

But when I fired the rocket motor and was 
on my way up into the blae, I was too busy to 
worry about myself. 

On the ground they give you a dreamed-up suit 
that might come from a nightmare. I can’t say 
a word more about it because of Navy security 
precautions, but I can state that it is pressurized 
to the Nth degree. 

You take off in the mother ship and when 
you’re ready to go, someone has to get you into 
rocket plane and square you away because of the 


suit.

AFTER YOU'RE BUCKLED DOWN, 30 or 40 
minutes pass before you are dropped. At five 
minutes, the B-29 pilot gives you a warning and 
starts counting 5-4-3-2-1. At 50 seconds you prime 
your rocket motor. 

The big trick is getting started as fast as you 
ean because of the altitude lost in the drop. The 
boys in the B-29 don’t want-.you to start the 
rocket motor too soon, of course. In fact they 
call the Duglas Skyrocket an acetylene torch at- 
tached to their ship. 

In about six seconds you get on all four barrels 
and shoot up at a 45-degree angle until you hit 
your altitude, then push over. : ) 

When you push over, that is, when you reach 
your maximum, sometimes there is a slight feeling. 
Blood is forced to the head as the airplane goes 
over. It igs nothing to worry about. It tickles a 
little though, The flights last between 11 and 16 
minutes. 

There is a little bit of difference in the feel 
-of the plane, too. 
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I COULD NOT TELL when I went through the 
speed-of-sound wall, but I could tell when I came 
back through it because of the decreasing speed. 
When you come back speed decreases so fast it 
takes your breath away. 

I wish I could tell you exactly how fast and 
how high I flew, but the Navy won't have it. I 
can say though that it was considerably faster 
than 1000 miles an hour. 

No doubt about it, planes will be going a lot 
faster in the future. Possibilities of flight stagger 
the imagination. * 
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EVERYBODY ASKS ME what color the sky was 
at the altitude I was flying. I wish I knew myself, 
But honestly, I was just too busy flying the plane 
to look out. I think it is sort of dark, though. 

Taking off from a mother ship has it all over 
ground take-offs.

When it was all over, East took 
West bitterly to task for his “hor- 
rible” three-spade bid, insisting 
that West should have kept on 
passing in view of the minimum 
nature of his opening bid. “If 
you'd had the spade ace, as I 
had every right to expect,” East 
said, “I could have gotten in a 
spade ruff to beat the contract.” 

It is true that on a pure eval- 
uation basis West was aggressive 
in bidding three spades over three 
hearts, but it was East’s fault, ex- 
clusively, that the outcome should 
have been so unpleasant to his 
side. .The easy and correct de- 
velopment of the East-West bid- 
ding was virtually blocked by 
East’s absurb pass on the first 
round. East planned, of course, 
to do a great deal of bidding later, 
but the effect of his pass was to 
plant an entirely mistaken idea 
in his partner’s mind. Thus, West 
was reconciled to stepping aside 


when, East having passed, South: 


made the jump bid of two hearts, 
but when East then competed 
with three clubs, West had a faint 
ray of hope. His three-spade 
call over three hearts was not a 
strong bid—it was a purely tenta- 
tive effort to.find a fitting spade 
suit, and West intended, of 
course, to go back to clubs in 
case of trouble.

TROUBLED letter has come 
A to me from Mr. H. E. He 
of his friends what he had seen 
in this column about Iceland’s cli- 
mate, they looked at him as if to 
ask, “Are you in your right 
mind?” 

Here is what I wrote the last 
time I spoke of Iceland’s climate: 


“Since Iceland is so far north, 
touching the Arctic Circle, we are 
likely to think of it as more 
‘frozen’ than it is. The warm Gulf 
Stream winds its way to the 
southern coast, and keeps winter 
days from being as cold as they 
might be. In the capital city, the 
thermometer seldom, if ever, gets 
as low as zero Fahrenheit in an 
entire winter.” 


The capital city of Iceland is 
Reykjavik (pronounced RAY-kya- 
VEEK). It is on the southern 
shore of the island and is some- 
what warmer than other places in 
Iceland. The mean temperature 
there in January is 34 degrees 


above zero Fahrenheit. The mean 


temperature in Reykjavik during 
July is 51 degrees above zero.

THE ARCTIC CIRCLE touches 
the northern side of Iceland, and 
the weather there is somewhat 
colder than on the southern side. 
Also, I must mention the moun- 
tains of Iceland; some of these 
have tops which are covered with 
snow and ice the year around. 

Masses of polar ice float against 
the shores of Iceland, especially 
piling up along the northern coast 
in the months of February, March 
and April. The name of Iceland 
may have been given because 
early explorer saw these masses 
of ice. 

The remark has been made that 
Iceland and Greenland should ex- 
change names. Greenland actually 
is far more a land of ice than 
Iceland. Only around the south- 
ern edges of Greenland do we 
find many green plants; the rest 
of the big island is covered by 
glacial ice. 

It would be a mistake to think 
of Iceland as a tropical island. It 
is far from that, and is rather 
bleak most of the time.

T IS never wise to get too close

We know the roughness, the 
disorder and waste are there but 
the sweep of the mountain, as it 
rears its head towards the sky, 
the calm of the forests that spread 
a wonderful mantle of green and 
gold over its sides, its majestic 
serenity as it fronts the storms 
bring strength and hope and faith 
to anxious fearful souls.

GROWTH goes on under cover. 
Just as a plant makes strong 
roots before it shows much 
growth above ground, children 
grow inwardly for a long time 
before the change in their atti- 
tudes and their ability begins to 
show. Many, many times a moth- 
er who has been working day by 
day, correcting, admonishing, in- 
sisting upon some trait of charac- 
ter or manners is surprised to 
hear a neighbor say, “Your child 
is wonderful. I wish I could get 
mine to do that.” 

The teaching takes root slowly 
and it will show first outside the 
home because trying to do the 
unusual, trying to be right when 
the preference is the other way, 
is a great strain, and children 
relax at home. In time, when the 
growth is strong enough, they be- 
have correctly as a matter of 
course but the teaching has been 
long and patient. Growth is slow 
and the rough places will always 
be troublesome.

IN WORKING with children, 
then, it is wise to look away from 
their failures now and then and 
take a distant view of their 
growth. Think back how the child 
looked, how he-behaved, what he 
could do, last year, last birthday 
and rest in the hope and faith 
that his progress will be greater 
and his attitudes happier at the 
end of another year. The respite 
will help. 

And in working with him, don’t 
expect too much. Correct one 
failing at a time, keep steadily at 
it until something is gained. Don’t 
try to correct everything at once 
and all the time. Children grow 
slowly toward adult standards. Be 
patient, hopeful, and every now 
and then take the distant view. —

Matching Finishes. 


TV has brought up a lot of 
problems we were getting along 
okay without, and one of the 
minor ones is how to match the 
finish on a TV set with the table 
or stand that it sits on. You have 
a choice here—either to darken 
the lighter finish or lighten the 
darker one. In most cases it is a 
xood deal easier to darken the 
lighter finish. 


The outer finish has to come off 
first and this can be done with 
a liquid varnish remover, alcohol 
or lacquer thinner depending on 
whether the coating fs varnish, 
shellac or lacquer. Any of the 
three can be removed by sanding. 
Now gand the wood smooth and 
clean. It is now ready for a stain.

As you have no idea of how the 
finish you are trying to match 
was formulated, about the only 
thing to' do is experiment with 
shades of stain that seem close to 
it on some inconspicuous portion 
of the piece.. Don’t make your 
final selection until the stain is 
dry because when dry it will. be 
somewhat lighter than when first 
applied. Remember too that the 
longer the fresh stain remains on 
the wood before it is wiped off 
the more coats applied, the dark- 
er will be the final effect. When 
‘you have a stain that seems to 
match pretty well, apply it over 
the entire piece, allow at least a 
day or so for it to dry and then 
apply a finish of clear varnish or 
white shellac. Use two to three 
coats of either one.

SECOND EXCURSION 
STEAMER FOUNDERS 
IN’ EAST GERMANY 


BERLIN, July 7 (UP) 
foundering of a second East Ger- 
man excursion steamer this week 
was reported belatedly by the 
Communist press today. 

Dispatches said the 64-year-old 
steamer Auguste with 430 pas- 
sengers aboard grounded and 
rolled over on its side in the Elbe 
river while docking at Magde- 
burg, 75 miles southwest of Ber- 
lin, last Sunday. 

The newspapers said the pas- 
sengers were taken ashore unin- 
jured. The grounding followed a 
perilous 40-mile cruise from Ho- 
henwarthe, during which the ves- 
sel rolled so badly that passen- 
gers were ordered from side to 
side to keep it from turning over.

AGAIN, 3. JAPANESE 
GONE 7 YEARS FIND 


TOKYO, July, 7 (AP) — Three 
Japanese women whose husbands 
have been missing in the Pacific 
for seven years got married again. 
Friday their long-missing hus- 
bands came home. 

They were among 19 Japanese 
who became stranded in June 
1944 on tiny Anatahan island, in 
the Marianas, after their convoy 
was sunk, They refused to con- 
cede that World War II was over 
until last week. 

They arrived in Tokyo aboard

ay. 
One of the remarried “widows” 
was Mrs. Mumeo Kotaka. She 
said she was notified seven years 
ago that her husband, Shinichi 
Kotaka, had been killed in action.
